Tho Tuneral services of the late Henry J. Hay-
momd took place yesterday altormoon, In the
Presbyterian Church, at the ®orner of Tenth
street and University place, New York., The
el s exeopting o portion reserved fol
tho lnmily and intimate friendsof the deceased,
was crowded fully two hours before the serviees
commenced, though rain fell at Intervals In tor-
rents,  After prayor nt the house for the family
Ly Hew, Profegsor Shedd, the remains were re-
moved to the chinreh, the pall-bearvers being
Mayor Hall, Admiral Farragut, General Dix,
General McDowell, Thurlow Weed, Judee Daly,
ex-Senator Morgan, William O, Bryant, Hornd
tirecley.

The chief mourners were Mr. Rayvmond’s only

the Tones oftice was represouted by nearly all
the attnches of the establishiment. The eeremo-
nles at the ehurch were opened by Rev., Dr.
Stephon H. Tyng, who read the Eplscopal ser-
vice for the dead, followed by Heonry Ward
Beecher, who delivered a tonching culogy.

After the services the coffin lid was opened,
and the whole nudience passed in procession
around the coflin, each member taking a lost
lcok upon the remains of one of New York's
most respected and dearly-loved sons.
